Threshing in- 
jury may crack the seed coat, per- 
mitting the entry into the seed of 
soil organisms which may cause 
blighting of the seedlings. Wheat 
seed which has been injured by those 
natural and mechanical means was 
grown in our greenhouse and field 
along with seed which had not been 
injured. Both kinds of seed had been 
artificially infected with a root-rot- 
ting fungus. Much fewer seedlings 
grew from the injured seed than 
from the uninjured seed, and_ the 
yield from the injured seed was cor- 
respondingly lower. 


Even when the seed was not in- | 
' vailable. 


fected, the emergence and yield 
from injured seed was poorer. 


Diseases are frequently introduced | 


into a field through the use of seed 
which carries parasitic fungi. Tests 
conducted at this laboratory have 


shown that discolored_and otherwise , 
abnormal seed carries more fungi, S¢lections of the healthy plants. 


than bright plump seeds. These 
fungi are borne on the surface or 
within the seed coats and because 
of their presence such seed may ger- 
minate poorly. Furthermore these 
organisms may attack the seedling, 
blighting it and spreading to nearby 
plants. In this way a patch will ap- 
pear in the crop. 

Several precautions can be taken 
to secure good seed. If a germina- 
tion test can be made it will indicate 
the vitality and vigour of the seed 
sample. If the seed is suspected of 
carrying disease a sample may) be 
sent to the nearest Dominion Labora- 
tory of Plant Pathology, for exam- 
ination; these laboratories are locat- 
ed at Winnipeg, Saskatoon and Ed+

Several years ago, a system of seed 


potato certification was organized by 


the Division of Botany, of the Do- 


minion Department of Agriculture 


and is now conducted in every pro- 
vince of Canada. Before crops are 
certified they must pass careful in- 


spections of the plants and of the 
tubers. The most important of these 
is that given to the 


inspections 
plants during -the growing season. 


Only those crops that conform to 
rigid standards, in regard to freedom 
from disease and purity of variety 


are certified for seed purposes. In 


this manner seed potatoes of very 


high standard-are made available to 
potato growers. 

In order to maintain standards of 
seed, the growers have found it ad- 
visable to make careful selections 


each year, of the healthy good type! 


plants for their foundation stock. 


Before they dig the main crop, they | 


carefully harvest the tubers from 
those most desirable plants. If any 
of those plants do not conform to the 
required standards in yields, type, 
etc., they are discarded. The selected 
tubers are given the best storage a- 
In planting these in the 
seed plot, the growers generally use 
the “tuber unit’? method, by which 
all the seed pieces from any one tu: 
ber are planted in sequence. This 
method assists greatly in more ef- 
ficient roguing and in making better 
If 
the plant from one seed piece of any 
tuber does not conform to the re- 
quired standards in freedom from 
disease, type, etc., every plant from 
that tuber is rogued out and discard- 
ed. 

The selection of plants and of tu- 


bers has been conducted, according 


to this method, by the Dominion 


Seed Potato Certification Service, B. 
C. The results obtained, with several 
varieties, have demonstrated that a 
worth while increase in yield is ob- 
tained by proper selections of plants |) 
and of tubers for seed purposes. 


As a result of the selection of 
plants and tubers over a three year 
period, with thirty samples received 


from growers for testing in the ex- 


perimental plot, the average yield 


was increased by one and a half tons 
per acre. 


In selecting, the grower should be- 


come familiar with the best type of 


plants, as well as of the tuber, of the 
variety he is growing. By continu-

The Star’s Garden Service

NO TROUBLE 
There is a somewhat wide spread 
belief that it is much more difficult 
to grow beautiful flowers than a few 
rows of common vegetables. But 
this opinion is not well founded. In 


| many respects it is easier to produce 


the flowers. Of course there are cer- 
tain things like gorgeous roses, deli- 
cately shaded Iris and tender stately 
Lilies which certainly will not thrive 
on neglect, but there are also a dozen 
or so annuals, and a few herbaceous 
perennials, which require practically 
no skill and with the minimum of at- 
tention will allow the owner to go 
fishing or play golf as often as he 
wishes. Take the little Alyssum, for 
edging walks or borders. It comes 
in several sizes up to six or eight 
inches in height. It will grow al- 
most anywhere and will bloom all 
season, of the dead flowers are 
sheared off with clippers or even a 
lawn mower two or three times. 
Portulaca is another which one can 
plant and forget. It likes a hot, sun- 
ny location and does not want much 
moisture. Portulaca will bloom. all 
summer. A little larger, is the Cal- 
endula or pot Marigold. It thrives 
in almost any position, though it 
should not be too shaded After 
thinning no more attention is needed. 
The ordinary dwarf French Marigold 
is another flower which should not 
be overlooked by the gardener who 
has little time to devote to his hob- 
by and also the California Poppy, 
Cosmos and ornamental . Sunflower. 


This selection will give plenty 
bloom, a fair range in color and also 
in height. 


TRY SOME EARLY STUFF 

Now that May is almost here it 
should be fairly safe to try a few 
rows of those vegetables which are 
not usually sown until later. If frost 
does come along there is a small loss 
as the ground can be used over again, 
whereas if the stuff pulls through 
there is the satisfaction) of having 
from one’s own garden, vegetables 
unusually early. Beans, potatoes, 
corn, tomatoes and a few of the oth- 
er tender and semi-tender vegetables 
can be treated in this way. With 
hardy sorts like spinach, radish and 
lettuce, one can make the first sow- 
ings just as soon as the ground is 
fit to work. Frost may hold them 
back but it will not hurt them. Han- 
dle the end of the planting season in 
the same way, that is make a sowing 
or two after the usual time for 
planting so that there will be stuff 
coming along weeks after the main 
crop has been picked.

Gardeners will find a good seed 
catalogue indispensable. Height of 
the flowers, times of blooming, 


whether they are suitable for such 
special purposes as edging, screening, 
cutting and fragrance are all men- 
tioned and are vital facts in laying 
out a satisfactory garden.

ment that the tax on sugar has been 
reduced from two to one cent a pound 
(effective July 1st) and no tax was 
put on tea, as it was feared there 
might be. There is no change in in- 
come tax rate (with which most of 
us are not concerned these days) and 
practically the only important new 
tax is one 6f ten per cent on gold 
As gold production has been 
benefitting by the premium for sever- 
al years this is generally felt to be 
a fair tax, which will produce con- 
siderable revenue, but already mine 
owners are besieging the capital in 
protest of ‘the government's action. 
The most important point in the 
budget from the western point of 
view was the Minister’s reference to 
measures which will be brought in 
shortly to lighten the debt and inter- 
est burdens of agriculture. . 

This will involve some concessions 
on the part of creditors but these 
will be more than outweighed by the 
advantages which will follow as a re- 
sult of retaining the farmer on the 
land, as a willing and effective pro- 
ducer.
